SS. Islander, which arrived last night 
from Skagway, brought news of the 
hauling down of the British Hag from 
the, Canadian customs office at Skagway 
by a United States citizen, George Mil- 
ler, a lawyer, who is a brother of Joa- 
quin Miller, the Californinn poet. The. 
'•llicrr al Skagway is Mr. Busby, and his 
title is "supervising customs officer," 
having ben stationed in lS'.IT at tbo port 
at thc> head of Lynn canal, which by rea- 
son of possession, has been claimed by 
the Tailed States, although the boun- 
dary—if the line wero correctly drawn — 
would run lo the south of Skagway, and 
place the strip of land claimed by the 
United Stales to the White Pass summit 
in Canadian territory. Mr. Busby was 
placed at Skagway during the rush to 
the Klondike by arrangement between 
the Canadian and United States govern- 
ments, his olllce being to facilitate travel, 
and his zealous work has won laurels 
for him. Until this mouth his olllco at 
SUagwny had no Hag pole raised above 
it, a. 1 only his shingle hanging outside 
advertised it. Recently a Hag pole was 
completed and on Juno 20 the British 
Hag was raised above 1 he olllce. The 
Empire's emblem had hardly begun to 
wave in the breeze when some Would-be 
pal riots, with minds which run on a 
much narrower scale than the regular 
gnu go, went to .Mr. Busby and protested, 
demanding that on this territory to which 
the United States has a squatter's right, 
the Canadian Hag should be flown only 
with the Stars and Stripes above it"; 
whereat Mr. Busby laughed, and the 
Hag still llev. Then C. L. Andrews, 
United States deputy collector of cus- 
toms at Skagway, called up on Mr. Bus- 
by,' lo protest in regard lo the British 
Hag being raised there, mid he was 
.shown a letter from the Ottawa cus- 
toms authorities in which the department 
instructed the Canadian ouicor to lly his 
Hag. for under similar conditions the 
United Stab's officers wero Hying their 
Hags over their offices on British soil. 
Thereupon Mr. Andrews took no further 
action, but on June 22 a lawyer who had 
gone to Skngnvay from Oregon, saw a 
brilliant idea to get notoriety, and adver- 
tising, lie walked over to Mr. Busby's 
office, and, stopping at the foot of the 
Hag-stall", look out his jack-knife, cut tin? 
halyards, ami pulled down the Hag. As 
the Hag fell he caught, it. and wrapping 
it up in a bundle, tossed it into the cus- 
toms house. Mr. Busby ran out at once 
to protest, and the lawyer was awaiting 
him with a business card, which he 
promptly handed to the official, and then 
made himself scarce. The business card 
read, "George Miller, attorney-nt-law, 
Eugene, Oregon." He is a brother of 
Joaquin Miller, the Culifornian port, 
whose freak actions has won him much 
notoriety. 

Mr. Miller Booming!}" is not alone at 
Skagway, for two days Inter, when tile- 
British Hag was again Hying above tbo 
customs lease, two other United States 
citizens went to Mr. Busby ami demand- 
ed that it be taken down or they would 
pull il down. These "patriots." .1. M. 
Tanner, U.S. marshal, am! E. McWcst, 
went to a store and purchased a small 
United States Hag. which they took to 
the Canadian customs ollleer. while the 
latter was seated at his evening meal, 
ami demanded Hint this Hag be flown 
above the British flag, it' the Hag was to 
be flown above the building. They used 
some very strong language in the de- 
mands, but the cvor-oourtoous Mr. Rus- 
hy, while ready to assert his right, con- 
cluded, like the keeper within the walls, 
he has better humor these men, and look 
down his Hag. until his protest to his de- 
partment at Ottawa and the United 
States authorities at Washington is re- 
ceived, A protest embodying all the 
fads of the case lias been forwarded fn 
the two givemments. The nffnir caused 
much excitement at Skagway. 

The Skagway Alaskan, in an editorial 
regretting the incident, says: 

"Fi i the standpoint of patriotism no 

doubt rash deeds are committed, hut 
none the less deplorable, while from a 
business and social view the act of insult- 
ing the British ensign becomes gross ig- 
norance and frnmrht with a spirit to en- 
gender bad feeling n'jd stir up strife 
among a citizenship whnflp interests nro 
identical, and wdiose Ioyaltv cannot 1)0 
questioned. * * * Wo must lie 
careful to draw the line upon patriotic 
principles and not upon braggadocio and 
vandalism." 

The Skagw a.\ News says: "The hoist- 
ing of a foreign Hag over the customs 
house could have but one result, and that 
quickly followed. The feeling engender- 
ed by the gradual encroachment upon 
our possessions has caused us to look 
anvwhere but to our ow n government for 
relief, and every Skmrway American — n 
king in his own land- stands ready to 
protect what little is left of us. Re- 
spect to the Stars and Stripes must bo 
given and Old Glory "must float on top 
when a foreign Hag is hoisted on our 
soil." 

The Vows, in its report of the affair, 
says: "The question which bids fair to 
assume international proportions as soon 
as the news of it can reach Ottawa and 
Washington, is being discussed today 
with the mass of sentiment in favor of 
tie- man who hauled down the flag. 
While it is generally regretted that any 
friction should occur between the o'ti- 
z.ens of one country am! the nflieiuls of 
the other, the people are equally as will- 
ing to state that therj is no occasion 
whatever for the trouble. On this strip 
of land which the United States has oc- 



cupied undisputed since the days of the 
transfer in '07, the Canadian officials 
have gradually encroached, unrestrained 
by the American government. By leaps 
and hounds the Canada customs house 
had advanced toward tide water. 

"From Tagish to Bennett, then to Log 
Cabin, and lastly to the summit, and 
w hen the customs ensign of Canada was 
hoisted at Skagway it is small wonder 
that some John Brown would not wait 
for tardy action from Washington but 
cut down the Hag. 

"With the fiasco of the modus vivendi 
in the Porcupine district fresh in the 
minds of Skagwayans, together with the 
anything hut cheerful news that the joint 
high commission would resume its sit- 
ting, it cannot lie wondered at that an 
International complication has arisen in 
a city whose patriotism* hits been tested 
time and again by the lazy indifference 
of their own. government as against the 
aggressive activity of the Britons. With 
feeling as it is, the action of Canadians 
was little loss than un invitation for 
trouble, a chip on the shoulder."

3rd of August, and 10 cents Thereafter. 

Mr. Bremner it is understood was in- 
formed that it was impossible to make 
further concessions.

In the morning tin- visitors were driven 
around the park, and visited the Hust- 
ings mill and several shingle mills.

AUTOMOBI LE RAGE. 

French Premier Says Speed Will be Re- 
gulated Hereafter. 

Paris, June 28.— Tho automobile acci- 
dents yesterday in the Paris-Berlin race 
are causing an outcry and Deputy Gnu- 
thier brought the mutter up ill the 
Chamber of Deputies this afternoon. lie 
asked that measures be taken to stop 
running automobiles at excessive speed, 
and remarked amid loud applause from 
the rightists that it was a singular and 
saddening idea to organise a race to 
Berlin passing through Bazeilles and 
Sedan. The Premier, M*. Waldeck Rous- 
seau, replied that the race would not 
have been authorized if it had only been 
started for pleasure or sport. Regula- 
tions are about to be issued to control 
the speed of automobiles and henceforth 
no race would be authorized at a speed 
excel ding that used in normal traffic. 
The roads would no longer lie placed at 
the disposal of automobile drivers. The 
statement was greeted with cheers.

The 'Comox coal, whiub. lias been ac- 
knowledged to be superior to any fuel 
mined on the coast, which is being load- 
ed at the island mines for the United 
States government, is to be loaded 
the United States uien-of-wiu which 
huve arrived at the Fugi i. Sound nnvul 
station, and it is understood, that many 
other cargoes of coal are to be loaded ut 
Comox for the naval station, as large 
bunkers have been recently erected there 
and many thousands of tons of Comox 
coal are to be stored in them for the use 
of the vessels of the United States navy. 
When it is considered that there are a 
number of coal milieu in Washington, 
from which coal could lie secured for the 
United States vessels at points much 
nearer to the Sound station, ami within 
the territory of the United States, the 
placing of the orders for coal with the 
Comox mines is sulllcient proof of the 
concession by the United States govern- 
ment that the conl mined at Comox is 
superior to that of all other mines on 
the coast. 

The steamer Kvarven, which returned 
yesterday from Dutch harbor and pass- 
ed ou tu> to Comox, is loading coal from 
this mine for the bunkers of the North 
American Trading and Tra asportation 
company at the Unalaskfui port. She re- 
turned yesterday from her first trip, and 
is to make two more trips with full car- 
goes of Comox coal.

me to him. 

My yuarrcl has been elsewhere. The 
School Act vests (under certain rules 
anil regulations) in the principal, and not 
in the city superintendent, the res|ionsi- 
bility of grading his school, and while I 
retain my position as principal, 1 shall 
not evade that responsibility, nor ride- 
gate it to another.

CIVIC IMPROVEMENTS. 

Victoria has entered upon an era of 
municipal improvements. It is ditllculi 
now U> realize what a favorable ehnujjo 
will result from the Biting of the James 
Buy flats and the paving of Govern- 
ment street. The impression produced 
upon visitors and persons seeking n place 
of resilience will be excellent. The same 
tiling can lie said of the Point Ellice 
bridge and the improved car service 
Which we will shortly have. But the 
Work will nut stop here. W'e do not 
propose to take up the matter of sewer- 
age, although it cannot he long delayed, 
but uuly to refer to what may he done 
by private individuals to improve the 
appearance of the city. This is a wide- 
subject, ami a good deal of cultivation 
will be needed before public 'sentiment 
reaches the right sta^e. In most of the 
western cities there i.^ lacking that pride 
in appearances so common in older locali- 
ties. In some of the eastern cities of 
the population of Victoria a cardinal 
principle is to adopt such steps from 
lime to time as will make them more at- 
tractive, This is not done by the muni- 
cipality, but by individual citizens. Some- 
times' associations are formed for the 
express purpose of encouraging effort In 
this direction. The resilils are seen in 
long lines Of trees in the Streets, and 
beautifully kept sidewalks far out of 
the range of the business portion. The 
name spirit leads to the use of plenty of 
paint and the erection of ornamental 
fences, by those persons who prefer pri- 
vacy for their grounds, instead • .!' That 
publicity which seems to lie so common 
in many pans r>£ the L'nited States. The 
effect <>f this is most excellent. Nature 
lias done so much to make Victoria 
beautiful that the people have not felt 
the necessity of supplementing her work. 
Yet a very great ileal can he clone, and 
ill very little expense to individuals. We 
hope that tlie time is not far distant 
when tin' same spirit which is actuating 
the municipality will extend to property 
owners personally, and that we will see 
our streets rendered more attractive. A 
Victoria gentleman suggested the other 
day to the ( olonist that the plan of or- 
namenting streets adopted in Saxony 
and some other European countries 
might be tried with advantage her.-. 
There fruit trees are set out along the 
roadside by the municipality, and care i- 
taken to have a variety so that they 
are not all in bloom at mice. The sale 
of the fruit more than pays for taking 
care of the trees. There is very little 
damage done |>y the mischievous small 
hoy. who is quite as much in evidence 
in (icrinany as in Canada. Probably the 
amount of fruit at hand is one reason. 
People who have gone much through 
tlie smaller cities of New England will 
recall the fact that limn fruit trees 
stand in private grounds overhanging 
the sidewalks, but the fruit is not 
molested. It is not necessary to go away 
from Victoria to see the same tiling, for 
in scores of places cherry trees present 
their tempting burdens within easy reach 
of the passerby, but no one touches 
them unlawfully. The idea is worth con- 
sideration. Some of our broader streets 
would look very beautiful if bordered 
with fruit trees. 



I L/L-BRED OUBS. 

A fellow in Skagway tore down the 
Union Jack, which Mr. Busby, the re- 
presentative of the Canadian govern^ 
ment, displayed over his office. 'When 
Mr. Busby tried to replace it, he was 
prevented and told that he must hoist 
the United States flag over it. It is 
difficult to know what to say about each 
people. The boast of the citizens of the 
United States isj that they have Q good 
school system and It'trn out every year 
morn edijyjjtetl young men than any other 
country in the world. Nevertheless 
things of this kind happen so often that 
otii! wonders at the kind of education 
imparted. A few years ago all the pa- 
pers in the republic had ;i sensational 
story about how a schooner from St. 
John, N.B., sailed into Providence, R.I., 
with the Union Jack Hying, and a crowd 
came down to the wharf and insisted 
that tile flag should cine down. The 
captain told the crowd that the first man 
who attempted to pull it iSowu would be 
thrown into the water, and the crowd 
confined itself to loud talk. The next 
day there appeared an authoritative 
statement from the Treasury l»c 
pa.tmeiu to the effect that the Captain 
was in duty bound to fly his tlag on en- 
tering the port, so as to give notice that 
his vessel was a foreign bottom, and that 
ended the matter. Did the sensational 
papers give <^iual prominence to this ex- 
planation? Not at all. They smuggled 
that part of the story into odd corners. 
These Skagway cubs have not insulted 
the British tlag. They have simply ad- 
vertised to the world that they arc a let 
of ignoramuses. The l'nited States tlag 
floats from the top of a flagstaff every 
day in Victoria over" the office of the 
l'nited States Consul; but it has never 
entered the head of any resident of Vic- 
toria to suggest that it should come 
down or that the I'nion .lack should 1 
placed over it. There is not a man, 
woman or child in Victoria, old enough 
to know anything about public mutters, 
who does not know that the Consul has n 
right by courtesy to fly the Hag of his 
nation. If some of these cubs SO to 
Seattle or Tncoma any line summer day, 
when there is much shipping in port, they 
will see Uuion Jacks conspicuous nil 
along the waterfront. The majority of 

he sailing craft are British, and hence 
fly their colors. Other Hags will also be 
seen, such as that of Norway, that of 
Chili and that of rem; but no one is 
foolish enough to think they ought to 
come down. It seems absurd to have to 
speak of such thing**; but we do so in 
the hope . '.at what we say may be seen 
bv Home of 'lie Smart Alecks who 
poipetruted the Skagway nonsense, and 
will enable then, to realize how utterly 
ridiculous they have been. 



England shipbuilders to transfer their 
plants to Oregon will Influence the invest- 
ment of capital here in the same line. 

It is also of interest to mention that 
Mr, Kelliher found a growing demand in 
the. East for Pacific Coast timber. Wo 
cannot hope for tl long time to send 
much of our forest prou'uets to Eastern 
Canada, but the greater the demand in 
the Uuited States for timber from Ore- 
gon and Washington, the less formidable 
will be the competition of those states 
in the outside markets where British Co- 
lumbia will make the most of its sides. 



Jean de Bloeh, a very prominent Rus- 
sian financier and publicist, declares that 
the recent events in China has consoli- 
dated that empire which, lie says: "Will 
be a mighty world power within a gen- 
eration." He adds that the course pur- 
sued by the European nations "has 
awakened a sentiment of aggressive na- 
tionalism that bodes ill for the civiliza- 
tions ihat have held China in con- 
tempt." M. lie Bloeh expects that one of 
the first effects of the awakening of 
China will be commercial, and that Chin- 
ese merchants will take control of all 
Oriental trade. 



We are not quite sure what the Times 
is driving at in its reference last night 
to the building up of Victoria trade, but 
this we do know, that the merchants of 
this city and all others interested in its 
welfare ought to leave no means untried 
of developing its outside business. Yes- 
terday we quoted Mr. Palmer, who has 
large interests in Texada, as to the ap- 
parent indifference of tins city to the 
very considerable trade being developed 
on that island.
